2 CIVIL Diviston of the County of DoRSsET was, 
from the time of K. Alfred, into HUnDREDs ; out of theſe 
Hundreds certain FRANCHISEs, called BoROUGEHS and LI- 
BERT IES, have ſince been granted by the Crown to particular 
perſons; and when the whole Hundred (which was frequently 
the caſe) has been granted, it has ſometimes been called a 
Liberty :—-2 certain number of T1THINGS compoſe each 
Hundred, Borough, and Liberty; and theſe Hundreds, Bo- 
roughs, and Liberties are placed into D1v1isIoNns,* which make 
up the CounTy or SHIRE; the civil government and ad- 
miniſtration of which, is intruſted to certain Magiſtrates and 
Officers, who are diſpoſed in the following order: 
I. Cuſtos Rotulorum. — II. Sheriff. . Coroners. —

I. The CusTos RoTUuLoRUM, or Keeper of the Records of 
the County, is a ſpecial Officer ſo denominated, who is always 
a Juſtice of the Quorum, and the principal Civil Officer of the 
County; the nomination of whom is by the King's fign manual, 
and to him the appointment of the Clerk of the Peace belongs.

The Fees taken by the Clerk of the Peace, and his Officers, 
viz. Clerk of Arraigns, Clerk of Indictments, &c. are given

of ſuch Chief Conſtables, immediately after their appointment, to 


the Clerk of the Peace, and take care to ſelect perſons of reſpon- 
ſibility, ability, diſcretion, and activity, nothing perhaps would

charter, dated 15th Nov. 3 Fac. I. certain rights and privileges are in- 
veſted in them. Other towns there are, viz. BEAMINSTER, CERNE 
ABBAS, CRANBORNE, SHERBORNE, STURMINSTER NEWTON, STALBRIDGE, 
and W1MBORNE MINSTER, which are not boroughs, but have privilege 
of markets ;—alſo ABBOTSBURY, BEER RECOIS, EVviaSHOT, FRAMPTON, and 
MiLToN ABnas, are called towns, and have privilege of markets; but now 


by depopulation they are fallen into diſuſe and are not kept. (3) The 


PARISHES are diſtinguiſhed in like manner in the third column, “ letter 
P“, and amount to 240. Pariſhes are not taken notice of in the civil 
diviſion of a county but as wills. All pariſhes have, or had originally 
vills; but there are pariſhes in this county where the vill, which retains 
the name of the parith, is depopulated, and the church deſtroyed, ſuch 
are expreſſed by notes where they occur. Mott of the pariſhes contain 
many chapelries, vills, hamiets, farms and places: and to ſhew the ex- 
tent of ſuch pariſhes, thoſe chapelries, &c. which have officers, and 
maintain their own poor, and which did, or do belong to the mother 
church are added, diſtinguiſhed by z2alics: but they are alſo to be found 
in alphabetical order with their farms and places belonging to them. 
(4) The cyareLRIEs are diſtinguiſhed in like manner in the fourth 
column, * letter C', and amount to 61. The chapelries are of three 


forts, Viz. PAROCHIAL, FREE, and PRIVATE Chapels, and are particula- 


rized by notes. A parochial chapel is that which hath the parochial 
rights of chriſtening and burying. Degge, p. 1, c. 12. Thoſe privileges 


make it no longer a chapel of eaſe, but a ſeparate parochial chapel ; for 


the liberties of baptiſin and ſepulture are the two diftinet parochial 
rights: and it differs not from a pariſh church if they have acquired 
and enjoyed this immunity. Ken. Par. Aut. 590, 591. A free chapel, 
or the freedom and exemption of all ordinary juriſdiction by the king, 
ſeems to be the diſtinction. Gi. 211. A private or domeſtic chapel 
is ſuch as noblemen and other perſons have, at their own private ex- 
penſe, built in and near their houſes, and are maintained at their own 
charge, and chaplains provided for them by themſelves. Degge, p. 1, c. 12.

lumn, © letter T”, and amount to 430. Tithings appear originally to 
have had the ſame ſignification in law as pariſhes, towns, or vills, for 
each had but one pariſh, town, or vill, and 7thing; but now, by the 


increaſe of inhabitants, the towns are divided into ſeveral pariſhes, and 


the pariſhes into ſeveral tithings: thus it frequently happens that ſome 
of the tithings extend into two or more places, maintaining their own 
poor, and contain ſeveral farms and lands within the fame. (6) The 
VILLAGES are diſtinguiſhed, in like manner, in the ſixth column, “let? 
ter V', and amount to 273; though there are ſome of the villages de- 
populated, and have no officers or poor; and others appoint officers 
and maintain their own poor, which are particularized by notes. (7) 
The HAMLETS are diſtinguiſhed, in like manner, in the ſeventh column, 
* letter H“, and amount to 175. The greateſt part of theſe are entirely 
depopulated, and a few are encreaſed, appoint officers, and maintain 
their own poor, which are alſo n ee by notes. (8) The 
FARMS are diſtinguiſhed, in like manner, in the eighth column, “ letter 
F**; thoſe thus diſtinguiſhed amount to 525, but their number is not 
_eafily aſcertained with accuracy, as it frequently varies with the changes 
made by the different owners. Upon the whole, if this liſt ſhould not 
prove of the advantage intended, the author will have to regret that 
he has employed a good deal of time upon a ſubject not very enter- 
rages but ae flatters himſelf from the method uſed, corrections may 
eaſily

Upon this caſe, drawn by the executors, the opinions of counſellors Madox and 
Mansfield were taken—other opinions were taken by the truſtees, and from the di- 
verſity of ſuch opinions, the validity of the legacy till remains in doubt; though from 
the ſentiments of a gentleman, who ranks very high in the Court of Chancery, it 
ſhould ſeem that no queſtion can ariſe upon the validity of the bequeſt—*« It is (ſays he) 
indiſputably a goed legacy, being out of per/orral eſtate: I do not ſee that the teſtator 
has, in any part of his will, made his rea eſtate even an auxiliary fund for the pay- 
ment of his legacies, The annuities are directed to be paid out of the rents of his 
real eftate—moſt certainly it would have been void, if it had been to be paid out of 
real eſtate; but charged as it is, no queſtion can ariſe upon it, Suppoſing it there- 
fore to be indiſputably valid, it remains only to know, whether the perſonal eſtate is 
ſufficient to pay the debts and legacies ; if it is not, the ſeveral legatecs, and this 
legacy, among the reſt, mult abate in proportion, As to the meaſures to be purſued, 
what can they be but 19 demand the legacy from the ex:curors, and if they refuſe to 
Pay it, a bill might be brought by the truſtees againſt the executors, for an account 
of the perſonal eſtate, and for payment of the legacy ?” 


Upon the whole, as this bequeſt is a matter of public utility to the County in. ge- 
neral, and the inſtitution of a County Hoſpital of that conſequence, (which would 
undoubtedly promote medical knowledge, and as ſuch be of uſe, not only to the poor, 
but to all mankind, ) it ſeems to claim the attention of every gentle man of the County, 


not to ſuffer ſo large a benefaction, and which is yearly increaſing, to be ſupinely _ 


given up, but to inſtitute a ſuit without delay ; they would by this means have the 


ſatisfaction of knowing, that this public benefit has been patronized with that public 


Spirit which is peculiar to them.
